SAN FRANCISCO (JP)-The Pub­ 
lic Utilities Commission today was 
asked to ‘ authorize an increase in 
rates on the Richmond-San Rafael 
ferry run. 
Operators of the Richmond and 
San Rafael Transportation Com­ 
pany said in its application it had 
operated at a loss of $14,687.53 for 
the first three months of 1952.

Pact Is Lacking 


A variety of suggestions were ad­ 
vanced last night for disposition of 
Northwestern Pacific railroad pro­ 
perty in Mill Valley, but enthusiasm 
for immediate signing of an agree­ 
ment for removal of the Miller ave­ 
nue railroad tracks was noticeably 
lacking at a public hearing in city 
hall. 
Support for signing the agree­ 
ment came from former Mayor Har­ 
rison Leppo, the planning commis­ 
sion, the Locust Merchants associa­ 
tion, and from Councilman Zan 
Stark who admitted he was "con­ 
fused” about the whole matter but 
favored the agreement 
The proposed agreement calls for 
the city to pay the Tamalpais Land 
and Water Company $20,080 for its 
reversionary rights to the railroad 
right-of-way including the depot 
area. NWP would give the city the 
right-of-way from the city limits 
up Mill«: avenue to Sunnyside ave- 
nue. In return the city would give 
NWP all rights to the main down­ 
town block where the present bus 
depot is located. 


ASK WAIT AND SEE* 
Several citizens including Thorpe 
De Lasaux, former Councilman Don- • 
aid Sias. and Roy Ibach supported 
city paying $20,000 for the reversion­ 
ary rights so the city can even­ 
tually have the entire railroad right- 
of-way including the bus depot area. 
But they advocated waiting to see 
If the NWP eventually plans to 
abandon its minimum Mill Valley 
service. 
Mrs. Miriam Cummings, newly 
elected mayor, said that even if the 
agreement is signed and the tracks 
are removed, nothing to improve 
the property can be done for about 
two years. The reason is that the 
city would have used $10,000 in gas 
tax funds for the next two years 
which would only leave the city 
with $11,000 for the next two years 
for all over other street purposes. 
Cost of paving the Miller avenue 
area has been estimated at about 
$50,000 a mile. If any of the area 
is to be used for parking space, the 
money can not come out of gas tax 
funds, she said, according to a re­ 
cent ruling of the state division of 
highways. 


MAYOR FAVORS SURVEY 
She said she favored an “inde­ 
pendent and impartial survey” to 
determine the relative value of the 
property involved.

A San Rafael resident wants the 
county to abandon its plan to build 
courthouse annexes in front of the' 
present building 
Lawrence Moore, stationer and 
resident of Marin since 1894, made 
the request before the board of su­ 
pervisor? Monday, He said he feels 
the board should purchase, if neces­ 
sary by condemnation, property In 
the block bounded by Fifth and Mis­ 
sion avenues, and Court and Nye 
streets. 
There, he said, he would build a 
courthouse annex and new county 
jail. Moore criticized county action 
In 1840 In selling the land now oc­ 
cupied by Albert’s, Inc., and Purity 
Stores, Ltd., for a figure he quoted 
at $60,000. 
The county would not be faced 
with the problem It now has, Moot« 
claimed had this sale not been made. 
Moore was a member of the board 
of freeholders which framed the San 
Rafael city charter 40 years ago. He 
also was a grand juror in 1937. 
He said the courthouse square as 
it now exists Is the only major gath­ 
ering place in San Rafael and gives 
an attractive appearance to the 
downtown district which would be 
destroyed by building modern-style 
annexes there. Supervisor William D 
Fusselman was appointed to confer 
with Moore and discuss his plan.

Japan's Fire 
Blamed On Faulty 
Electric Wires

Let's Make Sure That Buses ^Ìnòejjenhettt^ouma] 
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Don't Become A Tax Burden

MARK SULLIVAN: 


Last night is this space we voiced our support 
for the idea that the proposal for public owner­ 
ship and operation of our commute bus system 
should be subjected to a thorough study and 
analysis by competent authority. * 
Tonight let's look at some of the problems 
facing us in the event such a survey indicates 
that public operation is f e a s i b l e and/or 
adviseable. 
The big danger in public ownership is that 
inefficient management, plus pressure for high 
operating costs, plus pressure for low fares, plus 
pressure for extravagantly frequent service will 
combine to insure operating losses, a losing 
proposition business-wise. 
As anyone familiar with the situation knows, 
this is no academic threat Actually, most pub- * 
licly owned and operated transportation systems 
in our nation today are operating in the red. 
And making up the deficit requires the im­ 
position of heavier property t a x e s on our 
already-burdened property owners. In San 
Francisco, for instance, the municipal railway 
system runs about four and a half million 
dollars a year in the red-which is made up by 
collecting just that much more from taxpaying 
property owners in order to keep street cars 
and buses running. 
There are a few notable exceptions to this 
rule that publicly operated transport systems 
inevitably prove a burden on taxpayers. If we 
find that we in Marin must accept public own­ 
ership and operation of our commute bus sys­ 
tem, it is only common sense that we pattern 
our handling of it after the notable exceptions 
to the red ink rule 
In Seattle and Chicago, we are told, public 


transportation is operated by a ‘‘transit author­ 
ity.** The unique thing about the transit 
authority, as we understand it, is that it does 
not have any power to levy taxes. 


It must, therefore, operate “in the black.” It 
must resist those pressures for high operating 
costs »depressed fares, extravagant service, and 
inefficient management. The pressure, instead, 
is for maximum efficiency'. 


And that, apparently, is what the transit 
authorities in Seattle and Chicago have done. 
Funds for capital outlay-such as purchase of 
buses, construction of new stations, etc.-come 
from revenue bonds. Revenue bonds, remember, 
are retired from operating revenues without 
adding to the tax burden of property owners. 


In other words, the people who use the buses 
pay the bill for their operation and as we see it 
nothing could be fairer than that. 


District Attorney Dick Sims has expressed 
the opinion that no state laws exist in Cali­ 
fornia to enable the establishment of a transit 
authority such as exists in Seattle and Chicago. 
He has voiced his intention of determining just 
whai enabling legislation exists in the states of 
Wajiington and Illinois, presumably with a 
view to seeking passage of similar legislation in 
California-if after due deliberation such a 
course seems advisable.

Front the beginning there were 
two limitations upon Oen. Eisen­ 
hower's candidacy. 
One was his

tion he imposed upon himself, in 
the 'formal statement he issued 
to the public last. Jan. 7. Having 
first stated the importance of his 
duty as commander of the NA.T.O. 
forces in Europe, end his regard 
for that duty, he said: “Under no 
circumstances will I ask for relief 
from this assignment In order to 
seek nomination for political of­ 
fice and I shall not participate in 
the pre-convention activities . . ,* 


That ststment is more startling 
end more charged 
with future 
consequences than has been gen­ 
erally understood. Oen. Elsenhower 
says plainly that throughout the 
coming eleven weeks until the Re. 
publican National Convention is in 
session and has 
nominated 
its 
presidential candidate, he is going 
to regard himself as In the Army 
and has thereby estopped himself 
from any political activity.

Marin Supervisors 'Muffed The 
Ball' In Planning Fairgrounds 
It is guile apparent that the Marin Board of 
Supervisors "muffed the ball** in a spectacular 
manner in the matter of the proposed county fair­ 
grounds, 
The meeting with state officials last Friday indi­ 
cated plainly that members of the board were 
totally unfamiliar with the basic requirements for 
obtaining state funds for Urn project. 
As a retail, any hopes which they may have 
cherished that they had merely to dip into the state 
pari-mutuel money bag and get the funds for the 
Corte Madera she for which they have been negoti­ 
ating have gone glimmering. 
Apparently, the supervisors have had the cart be­ 
fore the horse far the past year or more, during 
which they have been secretly negotiating for a 
mutable fair site. Instead of finding out just what 
the rules were, they had appointed Supervisor Kehoe 
as a committee of one to go out and find a site. But 
there is far more to the matter than merely picking 
a suitable site and asking the state for money under 
the allocation from pari-mutuel funds, it became 
evident Friday. 
Fred Links, assistant state finance chief, told the 


supervisors that the county would have to show the 
stats the color of its money and purchase the ite, 
before the $135,000 in State funds which U has to its 
credit could be Upped. And the matter of financing 
an exhibit and other buildings to the tune of more 
than $3,000,000 is another problem the board must 
face, as State Senator Jack McCarthy pointed out. 
Apparently the supervisors have been day dream­ 
ing about the fairground project on tha taxpayers’ 
time. 
The most logical course open to them now is to 
start all over again and embark upon a business-like 
procedure to find out just what can or cannot be 
done about the matter 
It has been recommended that the board appoint 
a commission of public-spirited citizens representing 
various interest« to undertake a thorough study of 
the situation and bring In a feasible program. 
They would have saved themselves some embarrass­ 
ment and disappointment had they started out that 
way before, instead of proceeding, amid some 
secrecy, on a course which now turns out to have 
led them up a blind alley. 


They certainly should accept some such program 
now—-or write off any plan for a county fairgrounds 
as a dead duck—Bsywood Press (Pi. Reyes Station)

Forty-eix yean ago this morning 
tall, spare Andrew McNab jumped 
into the cab of a sturdy iron train 
engine at Point Reyes Station and 
started to prepare the locomotive for 
a run to Bausalito. 
It was just another April 18th and 
a Spring morning to McNab who 
glanced only briefly at the white- 
gray haze of the early sun in the 
sky. 
Everything was quiet when he en­ 
tered the engine but within a mat­ 
ter of seconds he was startled by an 
earth shaking rumbling sound which 
broke the country softness of the 
early hour*. 
Before he could realize whet war- 
happening McNab siid he felt the 
engine move gently at first and then 
stood frightened as the massive Iron 
structure worked up to a sway which 
carried it back and forth', teetering 
to the left and right several times, 
before It finally tumbled over on 
its aide like a child's toy. 
ENGINE SWAYS 
All the while the engine was sway­ 
ing and the world seemed to be cry­ 
ing, McNab clung furiously to a 
hand rail and sheltered himself 
against an iron wall. 
Within a few minute*, the ground 
was firm again, the thundering 
parsed, and the sun continued to 
rise. 
It was all over, the Earthquake of 
April IE. 1906, but the damage was 
done and the memory remains. 
Todav, the trainman looks back 
to that day with a dear mind of 
the tremor 
what actually happened. Now a con 
ductor on the San Francisco Lark, 
McNab visited Marin recently to re­ 
count the events of that memorable 
morning. 
“We were to start a new run that 
rooming and were due to leave at 
S:50 am. for Sausalito." he recalled.

There were no communications— 
all telegraph wires from Point Reyes 
Station to the railroad depot at 
Sausalito were either dangling to 
the ground, or sagging between tilt­ 
ed poles. 


WHITE’S HILL HIT 
After the first »hock of the quake 
the trainmen boarded a handcar and 
started pumping it toward southern 
Marin. They were stopped, however, 
at White’s Hill which was damaged 


A wrecking crew caught up with 
the stranded party soon and helped 
to direct the repair work In the 
train yard. 
Peter Autzen of Bay side Acres, in 
charge of the wrecking crew on the 
North Pacific Coast railroad, says 
it took his men seven days to get 
their equipment to Point Reyes be­ 
cause of the cave in at White's Hill. 
Also, Autzen adds, the tracks be­ 
tween Sausalito and the western 
Marin community were “like a ladV’s 
permanent wave as a result of the 
earthquake upheaval." 
Elsewhere in Marin McNab re­ 
call»! that a strip of ltnd running 
for about 14 miles along Tomales 
Bay showed the path of the quake 
by rhythmical mounds and ruts in 
the earth.

Butter and lamb prices moved a 
Utile higher in the majority of re­ 
tail food stores this week. But most 
spring vegetables were cheaper and 
many stores were repeated planning 
to mark down prices of popular 
beef cuts and frying chicken, as 
week-end specials. 


Some brands of margarine and 
shortening were reduced 1 cent a 
pound by manufacturers as raw ma­ 
terials costs continued to decline. 
Many retailers adjusted their prices 
immediately. Some salad and cook­ 
ing oils eased 2 cents a pint. 
Beef rib roasts and both sirloin 
and porterhouse steaks were re­ 
duced this week in many markets to 
attract customers. In some big 
chains the price cuts amounted to 
as much as 16 cents a pound on the 
better steaks. 
Several port items were low« 
earlier this week but worked up­ 
ward later. However, picnic hams, 
pork roasts, and bacon were still 
high on the good-buys lists of many 
markets.

Dr. Santesson, a 
research associate working in the 
laboratories of Dr. Hermann Becks, 
professor of dental medicine in the 
university’s College -of Dentistry, has 
Just departed for 8weden after a 
year of research. 
Dr, Santesson studied 16 groups 
of hamsters. 
Some of the groups, the control 
groups, were fed a diet containing 
an excessive amount of fermentable 
*ugsr, to help induce caries, and 
ordinary refined salt. These ani­ 
mals developed cavities as well as 
superficial enamel changes similar 
to the early stages ef human dental 
caries. 
Other groups were fed thv same 
diet, except that their salt con­ 
tained readily soluble fluorides.
